IN PROVIDENCE. 
THE NUMBER OF LIVES LOST STILL UN- 
KNOWN. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

PROVIDENCE, R. I., June 13.—There is to- 
night as much uncertainty as to the cause of 
the accident or number of lives lost in the 
Long Island Sound calamity as at the time 
when the news of the disaster was first re- 
ceived. Great complaint is made at the con- 
duet of the officials, who absolutely refuse 
information on every point. The lists of 
passengers are known to be incomplete, and 
there is a growing feeling here that the num- 
ber of lost is far greater than was at first 
feared or the officials are willing to allow. 
The Captain of the Narragansett is in 
New York, and his return is not expected 
for some days at least. One thing is certain; 
the steamer was completely out of her 
course, and was being driven ahead at full 
speed, notwithstanding the dense fog. This 
is vouched for by those passengers who had 
not gone to bed when the collision occurred: 
They all agree that the speed was not less 
ened. If it had been, they say, they would 
surely have noticed it. They agree that the 
continued whistlings and the high rate of 
speed caused afeeling of nervousness, re- 
marked at the time, and not shaken off by 
many. 

THE TIME OF THE ACCIDENT 

is definitly settled by John Reilly, first-base- 
man of the Cincinnati Base-Ball Club, who 
got here to-night, and who tells a straight- 
forward story which reflects anything but 
credit on the management of the steamer. 
He was in the lower cabin aft, and was 
awakened by the shock, which caused the 
lamp close by to flare up and show him 
where the stairs were. The lamp was 
broken, but Reilly knows he was the first one 
to climb the stairs, and he is pretiy certain 
that 

NOT A SOUL FROM THE CROWDED CABIN 
followed. It took him butafew moments 
to get to the top, and the large clock there 
was precisely at 11:50, thus settling the time 
of the accident beyond question. 

There were a number of people left on the 
upper deck, and an attempt was made to 
looseh the liferaft, but it was tied 
down o strongly that they could 

not move it. Not an axe 
was to be found anywhere, and not an officer 
or sailor came to render assistance. Indeed, 
the only official they saw was the bow 
watchman, and he was not on the deck until 
all hope was gone, and 
DID NOT OFFER HIS SERVICES. 

When at last they got the raft off and low- 
ered it, a crowd from the lower deck jumped 
on and capsized it, and Reilly and 
about forty others had no alternative 
but to jump over. Before doing s0, 
however, he pushed into the saloon in an- 
swer to loud cries for help, and found a lady 
who had locked her two children in their 
stateroom and had lost the key. 

The solid door refused to yield to the 
weight of four men. Not a tool could be 
found anywhere, and the children were 

LEFT TO BURN TO DEATH, 
while the mother was swept away dy the 
crowd and lost sight of. 

It was at the gangway at this time that a 
young man was geen to deliberately put a 
pistol to his right temple and blow his brains 
out, but the excited crowd paid no more at- 
tention to it than they would toa pop-gun, 
and the body was trampled under foot in the 
most matter-of-fact way. 

Reilly was in the water an hour, and was 
then picked up faint and exhausted by the 
City of New York.

THE SOUND DISASTER. 

Later details from the disaster on Long Isl, 
and Sound do not mitigate the horrors, but 
rather add to them, and aggravate them with 
the declaration that there was not thet disei- 
pline among the crews nor that eare for bu- 
man life which should characterize the man- 
agement of sea-going vessels, especially 
where there is such liability to aceident as 


on the route from New York to Stonington. - 


The scene has rarely been surpassed in ter- 
ror in the records of maritime disasters, 
though more fives have been lost than were 
sacrificed in this apparently needless calam- 
ity. The Narragansett was crowded with 
passengers, most of them starting upon vaca- 
tions, seeking rest and pleasure. It was mid- 
night. The weather was yery thick, and 
consequently it was unusuelly dark. There 
appears nat to have been an instant's warn- 
ing, and neither boat was perceptible to the 
officers of the other until with a tre 
mendous crash the Stonington struck 
the Narragansett amidships, staving a 
huge hole in her side, her bows penetrating 
into the berths of the sleepers. The passen- 
gers were instantly in a frenzy of alarm, 
sprang from their beds and rushed to the 
upper deck to find the Stonington slowly set- 
tling back from the recoil and their own boat 
drifting in the opposit direction with the 
water pouring into her ‘and scalding steam 
filling the cabins. There was no command- 
ing spirit to control them or to order. 
It was every one for himself, and thé animal 
instincts of preservation were manifested 
even to the extent of meanness and cow- 
ardiece and the trampling down of the weak 
by the strong. There was no help for women 
or children. If any of them were sayed 
it was by other help than that of 
the men about them, who should have 
been their rescuers even at the expense of 
their own lives. While the fearful rush and 
scramble for life was going on, fire lent its 
horrors to the scene and the flames rapidly 
spread through the huge tinder-hox, The 
rush then beeame frenzied, and men fought 
for anything that would save life. The help 
less women flung themselves into the water. 
Some despairing souls ended all possibility 
of suffering by shooting themselves. As is 
usual In such cases, the women displayed 
more heroism than the men. It was left for 
the stronger sex to manifest cowardice. The 
scenes on the burning boat and in the water, 
as described by passengers, are heart-sicken- 
ing. For two hours it lasted; then the burn- 
ing hull sank. The rescuing boats could find 
no more victims batiling with the wayes for 
their life. Darkness settled down upon the 
scene and the horrible disaster was over, no 
traces of it left but the bodies of the victims 
fioating in the cruel waters. 

The allegations of mismanagement are 
made sq positively and distinetly that the 
strictest investigation should take place, and 
if they are substantiated some one should 
be severely punished. It is a well-known 
regulation that when the Sound steamers are 
passing through a fog they shall blow long 
blasts of their whistles at intervals of not 
less than a minute, It is testified by more 
than one witness that this regulation was not 
complied with on the Narragansett, Had it 
been, there is every probability that the col- 
lision would not have decurred. More than 
one person who has traveled on the Sound 
vill testify to the numerous narrow escapes 
Ce ese boats by disregarding this regula- 
tion. Again, it is shown that the officers 
of the Narragansett lost their heads, 
and had no control of their crews 
or their passengers, and failed even 
to lend aid or advice to the terrified crowd. 
Not one of them, except the Purser, attempt- 
ed to-do anything to stop the panic. The offt- 
cers of the Stonington were hardly more at- 
tentive to their plain duty. It was not until 
urged by the passengers that boats were 
lowered. When lowered it was found there 
were no plugs to stop the waterholes; this 
occasioned a long delay. When finally 
rigged and manned, the crew of the steamer 
knew nothing about handling oars, and so 
delay and confusion prevailed for a long 
time, inyolving needless less of life. With 
two steamers and sailing vessels in the imme- 
diate vicinity of the Narragansett the loss of 
life should not have been large, but 
what can be expected when the most needful 
regulations are violated, when the means of 
saying life are in such a condition that it 
takes along time to get them in effective 
shape, when steamers are manned by men 
who can’t row a boat, and officers have no 
eontrol of their erews or of themselves? 
Even if an investigation is had no one may 
be punished, for human lifes regarded as 
the cheapest thing in the world, and juries 
have a happy way of shifting the criminal 
carelesness of men upon Providence; but if 
the charges made are substantiated, the 
traveling public will be likely to avoid that 
route, and ought to do it.

As Chalr- 
man at Springfield he was a partisan. As 
member of the Committee on, Credentials at 
Chicago he was even worse. He delib- 
erately misstated facts and distorted 
the truth He was the most  ser- 
vile and obsequious instrument of the 
Syndicate in Lilinois, and at the same time 
the most timid and fearful. It was Raum 
who, as Chairman of the Springfield Conven- 
tion, announced Logan’s packed committees 
“appointed by the Chair.” It was Raum 
again who, from the chair, made a false 
statement of the precedents of Illinois con- 
ventions at the request of Logan,—the in- 
quiry and reply being evidently preconeerted. 
It was Raum who, in the same truckling 
spirit, sent to the Coek County delegation at 
Springfield a special request for à compli- 
mentary resolution, and, being refused, ob- 
tained it from a delegate from St Clalr 
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The first notabie contradiction made by the 
Indiana Democrats is to be found in their jn- 
dorsement of the Republican poliey of re- 
sumption, which they have been depou 
in the mest vehement language for sever 
years, Heretofore the Indiana Democrats, 
under the lead of Voorhees, have cone to the 
extreme lengths of the Greenbackers. They 
demanded that the Resumption law should be 
repealed immediately and unconditionally.’ 
While they now declare that paper money 
should be of uniform value with eoin, and 
never be issued in excess of 6 quantity that 
will remain at par with coin, they followed 
the Greenbackers two years ago in demand- 
ing new issues of Government notes to meet 
the necessities of “busted” speculators. 
These gentlemen, whe now indorse resump- 
tion which they tried in yain to defeat, even 
went to the length of repydiatiop by demand- 
ing that the new greenbacks, which they 
wanted in indefinit amounts, should be“ full 
egal-tender” for public as well as private 
debis, excepting only such obligations as 
are by the terms of the origina] conti act ex- 
pressly payable in coin.“ 

We should not hesitate to congratulate the 
country upon the change of heart which 
would thus seem to haye overtaken the In- 
diana Democratsif there were a reasonable 
assurance that they are sincere in their new 
professions. But at this point a second con- 
tradietion forces itself upon the public atten- 
tion, They have nominated upon this re- 
sumption platform as their candidate for 
Governor Mr. Landers, formerly Greenback 
member of Congress from the Indianapolis 
District, and one of the wildest and most un- 
reasoning fiatists in the land, It the pro- 
fessed conversion of the Indiana Democrats to 
the Republican policy of finance were gen- 
uine, they would scareely have picked out 
the most pronounced Greenbacker jn the 
State who was available as a candidate for 
Governor. This single circumstance “ gives 
away” the Democratie purpose completely. 
The design is simply toimitate Mr, Hendricks 
in the art of “trimming.” They seek to 
neutralize the hard-money sentiment in their 
platform by the presence of Landers, and also 
to neutralize Landers’ presenee on the ticket 
by the resumption plank in their platform. 
The result will probably be just the opposit 
of what has been intended. The hard-money 
Democrats will not stultify themselves by 
voting for Landers, and the Greenbackers 
will not go over to a party that indorses re- 
sumption. 

A third contradiction which the Indiana 
Democrats have furnished their opponents is 
to be found in the circumstance that 
in one resolution “they wy that the 
National-bank notes de retired and 
that the Governme issue all the paper 
money, while in xt resolution they 
deplore the aggression of “a strong central 
power, dangerous to the liberties of the peo- 
ple.“ It there be any central power more 
dangerous than an exelusive monopoly of 
furnishing the paper money of the country, 
subject only to the yariations in volume and 
quality which the ruling clique of politicians 
may prescribe, some of the Democratic lead- 
ers In Indiana ought to inform the people 
what centralization of power really means. 

The leaders of the Indiana Democracy are 
“trimmers” by nature, but they should cul- 
tivate more ingenuity than has been showa 
in the present instance if they hope to de- 
ceive anybody. 
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THE VALUE or A GOOD EXAMPLE. 

Six months before the fire the City Council 
of Chicago made an appropriation of nearly 
five millions of dollars, and levied a tax to 
pay for the same. At the time of the fire, the 
appropriation had been one-half expended, 
but not one penny of the tax had been col- 
lected. The property out of which the tax 
was to be collected was destroyed. The 
Council, to meet this emergency, reduced 
the rate of taxation one-half, but did not re- 
duce the appropriation, leaving the elty under 
an aetual expenditure and contracts for sev- 
eral millions of dollars, in anticipation of a 
revenue that was not collectable for years 
after, The power of the Council to make 
appropriations, and tlius bind the city, was 
unlimited. The public had no defense 
against the discretian of the City Coun- 
cil. The Mayor was powerless, because un- 
der the charter the appropriation ordinance 
to be valid had to be passed before a day 
fixed by Jaw, and, to prevent a veto and 
compel the Mayor to approve whatever 
action the Council might take, this ordinance 
was generally kept back to near mid- 
night of the last day, thus leaving the 
Mayor to sign the law or leave the 
City Government without any means of 
support for a year. The then Mayor, calling 
to his aid the then Corporation Counsel, the 
present Judge Tuley, undertook to provide 
a remedy. Mr. Tuley finally prepared a bill, 
and went to Springfield with it,—the Legis 
lature being then holding an extra session,— 
and through his efforts the bill was enacted, 
and was known as the Mayors’ bill.“ The 
distinguishing feature of this law was that it 
conferred upon the Mayor of any city in Illi 
nois the power to veto any item in the annual 
appropriation ordinance passed by the City 
Council, and the power te approve the re- 
mainder of the ordinanee, This provision of 
law, which we believe was then for the first 
time eontained in any law of this country, has 
become the permanent law in this State so far 
as the Governments of cities are concerned. 
The adoption of this new principle and its 
successful operation in Chicago attracted 
much attention in other parts of the country, 
and the Conventian to revise the Constitution 
of New York incorporated that feature in 
that Constitution. We believe the State of 
Pennsylvania did the same, and In one of his 
messages to Congress President Grant sug- 
gested an amendment to the Constitution of 
the United States conferring the power upon 
the President to approve appropriation bills 
by Congress in part, and to veto any objec- 
tionable items without vetoing the whole. 

There has just been a remarkable case of 
the application of this wise prineiple of law 
by the Governor of New York. The Legis- 
lature of that State recently adjourned, leav- 
ing in the hands of the Governor for approval 
an act known as the Supply bill, and his ac- 
tion on this bill is thug reported: 

N June S. - Tue bill as it finally 
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quired by law, and covered by this bill, were 

in seventy-seven items calling for 
$627,287. The Legislature, however, as all 
Legislatures are inelined te do, made the 
bill a sort of omnibus, carrying 216 items and 
calling for 1 Nearly two-thirds of 
the appropriation made by the Legislature 
was for illegal, — wasteful, or 
dishenest purposes, including gratuities and 
jobs extending to all branches of the Goyern- 
ment. Under this wise provision of the Bx- 
ecutive veto, the Governor was able to strike 
out items amougting to nearly one malian o6 
dollars. Under the ordinary veto power 
would haye been compelled to veto rn | 
bill or te approve the whole, and, as the 


Legislature had adjourned, he would haye 
had to sign the bill or leave the State with- 
out the necessary appropriations, or conyene 
the Legislature te pass a new bill, 

The efficacy of this amendment of the law 
af Executive vetoes in the matter of legisla- 
tive appropriations is eonfessed. It is to be 
regretted that this principle of the Illinois 
Mayors’ aet, intended to protect the people 
of incorporated cities against the extraya- 
ganece, or worse, ef City Couneils, was pot em- 
bodied in the State Constitution and made 
applicable to appropriations by the State 
Legislature. It would be of immense National 
benefit if a like provision was made part of 
the Constitution of the United States. It 
would do much to break up the corrupting 
influences of the lobby and purify the Na- 
tional appropriations of jobs and frauds. The | 
Governor of New York has found this pro- 
vision of law as effectual in protecting the 
State as it has proved to be here in Chicago, 
where the principle was first practically ap- 
plied and put in operation, 
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Tun Supreme Court of Wisconsin has just 
made a decision in the case of Guilfuss vs. | 
Trumpff that is of particular interest to foreign- 
born gitizen3, and has an fmportapt molten 
siguificance. It settles the question, so far us 
the State of Wisconsin is concerned, as to 
whether a person whois ineligible to office at 
the time of his election can he natura liaed after- 
ward and legally take possession of the same 
and perform its duties. At the late election of 
city officers in Milwaukee, held April 6, Mr. 
Gullfuss received a majority of all the voteg 
cast for City Treasurer, He la a native of 
Germany, but came to this country with 
his parents when a small boy. His father 
took out his first papers, bus never per- 
fected his natu Mr. Guilfuss. 
was clearly not a citizen at the time of his elec- 
tion, neither had he declared his intention to 
become such. The N . canvassed by the 
Common Council on th of April, and the 
next day Guilfuss was duly notified of his elec- 
tion. April 21 Guilfuss was duly natural 
and afterwards on the same day filed his offic 
oath and bond in due form, and demanded pos- 
session of the office of the then incumbent 
Trumpf. Mr. Trumpff declined to surrender 
the office, on the ground that Guilfuss was 
alien at the time of his election and not entit 
to it according to law. The city ebarter provides 
that the Treasurer's term of office shall com- 
mence on the third Tuesday of April (which was 
the 20th), hut als gives the Treagurer-elect ten 
days in which to qualify after receiv 
notice of his election,—in this case until 
Aprii , inclusive. Proceedings were com- 
menced by Guilfuss against Trumpf for 
the ion of the office, and, the decision 
in the Circuit Court being adverse to him. the 
case was carried to the Supreme Court, After 
bearing claborate arguments on both sides the 
Court holds; () That Guilfpss was not eligible 
to hold the office of City Treasurer at the time 
of the election, he not then being a legal yoter. 
[Off vs. Smith, 14 Wis., .] (2) That t his disa- 
bility was removed before his term of office 
commenced he is eutitled to the office. N 
vs. Murray, 28 W., g. @ That inasmuch ag 
city charter gave bim until and ineinding 
23d ot April in which to qualify, hig term of at- 
fice did not necessarily commence until that 
time, although he might have taken possession 
of the office April 20 had he not been under dis- 
ability. (4) Hence hig term of office did not com- 
menge until after he had become a voter. and he 
is ctigible to hold and entitled to the office,
